1 
will not be tedious by going into llg- 
nres and details, for 1 detest long ar- 
ticles, long visits and long sermons. 
This subject needs uo lengthy, elabor- 
ate, learned article. Good way as 
any, just Jump right into the middle 
of it and write both ways. 

I have ten miles of common rail 
fence. Tho "no fence law" would 
save nio three times the amount I pay 
for State and County tax, and leave 
uie rails enough for all lots and pas' 
tures that I would need. 

Gentlemen, we want a law prohib 
iting the running at large of alt stock. 
Crop* must be made without fence*. 
We are coming to this— the sooner 
tha better. Instead of ftncing again*! 
yonr iMi(Aibor'**tock you hnveouly 
niuoed><>nr* in, 

I have aefen it etaled, that the 
crooked fence corner* in tbe United 
States, if well titled, would bread the 
whole fiirmlug population, 

Farmers, think about thif "no fence 
law." Call pubtfe meeting* in every 
county and diaoVM the matter.

Ter.— The Chero- 
kee* have 4,478 adopted whites, who 
have married Cherokee women and 
have all the rights of a citizen of 
their nation. An Indian maiden will 
choose a white man for a husband 
every time, for he makes a better pro- 
vider than an Indian. By marriage 
she thinks she confers a great honor 
on him iu thus elevating him to cit- 
enehlp in her nation, and conferring 
upon him free lands, uo taxation, 
office in the tribal government, and 
other emoluments. Many of these 
half-breed Cherokee women are cul- 
tivated in mind, beaotinil In persom 
Industrious inhabit, and will com- 
pare well with the most ftivored wo- 
men in the north and ea*t Th{ 
have magnlflcent head* of b|lir,Jol _ 
and black, all their own, and WlHi Jet 
black eye* and peari teeth, dressed la. 
that Auhionable attire in which they 
all love to appear, they would not be 
roeognized in eastern drawing-rooms 
as that part of tlie original inhabi- 
tauts of our country known as 
squaws, a name long since repudiated 
here. Let it be known, tlien, that 
white men of worth and character are 
popular among the be.iuties of this 
territory, and lour out of live who 
come to make a home among tliein, 
marry these dusky maidens, get a cit- 
enship, surround themselves willi 
ampli' acres aud the comforts of life, 
participate in tlie allairs of goreru- 
inent ami liceuiiic tin- ino.'-l aclive and 
wealthy citizens of the territory. A 
chief tmit in the cliaracter of maav 
white men both in this country ami 
out of it is to get possession of it- 
productive lands. By committing^ 
inalrinioiiy, they can kill two birds 
with one stone— get a wife and farm 
too. It is expected, therefore, that 
mercenary motives lies at the foun- 
dation of matrimonial niuvemeiits. 
Tbe Cherokee* arc proud uf their 
bloiid, and every white man who has 
a drop of Cherokee blood in his veins 
will appMr at court aud prove it and 
become legally recognized as a Chero- 
kee. It sometimes appears that a 
man learns that one of his ancestors 
married a Cherokee in iQeorgla or 
Alabama, and that he has a little In- 
dian blood in kim. He then fortb- 
.with makes out application and flies 
affitlavitlnproofof the flict. Hence 
we have many wlio arc colled Cbero- 
kecs who are as white aa tbe whitest 
man in New York or New England. 
Of such applications 265 have been 
accepted and 521 rejected. This 
shows that the Indians are particular 
to pix's(;rvc their tribes from extinc 
lion, and yet be just to every man en- 
titled to dtiuenship. Iiijllie Cherokee 
nation there arc 5,3.V2 white men who 
are not citizens. Tliey include va- 
rious trades and professions. Some 
of them keep great herds of rattle 
and make large amounts of money 
from these splendid pasture lauds. 
There are from 8,000 to 10,000 colored 
people in the entire territory, and 
from 11,000 to 12,000 whites all told. 
The human countenances present 
among us a brilliant rainbow of col 
ors, from tbe deepest Jet of Africa tt 
the purest white of Cauoassla. This 
I* a land of mixture*, of the inter, 
marriage of race*. Indian* are mar- 
ried to negroe*, and white* are mar- 
ried to Inilansll and to negroe* also. 
Whererar the white blood b inter- 
mingled tbroni^ marriage with eith- 
er Indian or negro blood the white 
pHnolplB^'praTaU*. In the children. 
Hence it ii that we have so many 
white Indians and white negroes. 
One might visit whole villages along 
the Missouri Pacific railroad without 
the least suspicion from the appcar- 
auee of the inhabitants that he was iu 
an Indian couutrv.
